The one reſpects our 
on, Behaviour toward God, the other toward Men 
nei and thus I ſhall ſpeak to em a little diſtin&tly, 
err ll . By the godly Man we are to underſtand one 
1% that is devoted to God, and to a Religious Obſervance 
wlll of every Duty toward Him; acting in all he does, 
upon thoſe Principles and Morives which God di- 
rects to. He is one that always ſtands in Awe of 
the Deity ; being filled with the moſt Reverentia] 
Adoring Thoughts of his Excellency and Authori- 
ty. He loves alſo, and honours his God aboye all 
the World, and accounts his Favour: and Appro- 
bation infinitely preferable tothe Smiles of Princes, 
and to the higheſt Advancement upon Earth. He 
is one that daily conſults the Qracles of God; and, 
in every thing he undertakes, looks up to Heaven 
for Connſel and Aſſiſtance. He daily bows his 
Knees before the God and Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; 
ſupplicating for daily Grace, and for daily Bread, 
with a moſt thankful Heart, making mention of 
thoſe Benefits with which he is daily loaded: And he 
is one that rejoyces in every opportunity of Hea- 
ring from God, or Addrefling to hing.

And after all it muſt be added; that the Godly: 
Man is the Humbleſt Creature upon Earth; con- 
tinually aſcribing the Glory and Praiſe of every 
Good thing he do's to the Being that inſtructs, 
and enables him; taking to himſelf the ſhame of. 
every. Ill thing; and always maintaining ſuch a, 
e of his own Unworthineſs, as to expect no- 
thing but in a way of meer Grace; and Mercy. 
2. We are next to conſider, what is meant by 
the Fuit hy. ul, And this I would underſtand, as 
ſgnifying a prevailing' Honeſty, and Sincerity to- 
wards Men. So that it is ſpoken of one, that has 
no Ill Deſigus againſt others which he is forced to 
concęal, and muſt take pains to fender Obſcure 
and Unintelligible ; but that always aims at what 
is Good and Beneficial. He can, therefore, look 
with! Pleaſure on his own Intentions; and he can 
look with Confidence to all that art about him. 
He is one that takes no unfair Methods. for the 
eompaſſing his,-Deſjpns ; but whilſt he purſues: # 
good End, he do's it in a proper and juſtifiable 
Way. He is not given to Intriguing, or Infinua- 
ting, or winding here and there to gain a Point: 
But he always manages with a prudent Openneſs, 
and Plainneſs, and with a manifeſt Conſiſtency 
and Uniformicy. He will not ſeek to diſpatch an 
Affair by corrupting, or over-reaching others 
nor will he fall in with any Acts of Oppreſſion; 
whatever he might Promiſe himſelf to aceompliſh, 
or obtain thereby. He is equally an Enemy to 
al Vielent Methods, and to dll Fraudulent ones 
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Power and Authority giving a Man no more right 
to oppreſs, than Wit and Cunning do's to deceive 
another.. ne eee OG 
_ » Heis one that abhors the little Arts of Cenſur: 
and Detraction; and is ſo far from Raiſing, that 
he will not Take up or countenance a falſe Report 
againſt his Neighbour. He is no leſs averſe to Flat- 
zery ; and laying Snares to draw Men into things 
they never thought of, and then taking Advan- 
tage againſt *em : He do's not ſeek for the weak. 
neſſes of others, that he may miflead and abuſe 
them; but where-ever he diſcerns theſe, he will 
ſtrive either to correct or cover them. He is an 
implacable Enemy to all Lying; if he give Cha- 
racters, he is concerned as far as poſſible to ſpeak 
well, however to ſpeak truly of all; if he is giving 
an account of any Occurrences in the World, he 
won't ſpeak beyond his Information, to the mag- 
nifying or wilful miſrepreſenting of any thing. A 
the whole of his Converſation, he rakes care to 
ſpeak the Words of Truth and Soberneſ . 
He is punctual and exact to all Compact, and A- 
eements : . Whatever he undertakes he will care- 
ully proſecute; whatever he Covenants for, he 
will accurately perform. If he promiſes to ſtand 
by. and Maintain a thing, you may depend upon 
it, not a ſtep ſhall be taken towards the Violation 
of ſuch a Promiſe. If he has ingaged any in His 
Intereſt, with Aſſurances of eſpouſing Theirs, he 
will firmly and conſtantly adhere to it. He will 
not ſeem a Friend only, while he-can be ſo with 
Eaſe and Safety; but even in a time of Difficulty 
and Danger. No .Politicks ſhall ever draw hin 
into any Meaſures, that upon the moſt juſt; 
moſt deliberate and ſober Reaſonings he has 


proteſted againſt. Nay, though he ſhould in ſome

reſpects be a Sufferer by his Fidelity, yet the Pſal- 
miſt ſays, if he [wears to his own hurt, be changeth 
not, Plalm XV. 4. | 
He is one that do's not impoſe upon others by 


any Pretences of Conſcience, or Religion, where- 


by he might ſerve a preſent turn: Nor by any fal- 
lacious arguings for a Publick Good, do's he ſeek to 
diſguiſe his Proſecutions of a Private Intereſt : He 
do's not cheat Men with a ſhow of Kindneſs and 
Reſpect, when he has no friendly Inclination to- 
ward them: But, in ſhort, he is what he pretends 
to be; he do's what he profeſſes to do; and is always 
careful to make his Mords and his Meaning go to- 
gether. 
To cloſe this Head, as the Faithful Man do's 
not diſſemble his Principles and Sentiments of 
Things, fo neither do's he vary from em. He is 
wiſe enough to know what is fit to be received as 
2 Principle; and he is wiſe enough to Stand to 
what he has ſo received. Thus, allowing for hu- 
man Weakneſs and Infirmity, he is the ſame Sted- 
dy Man through all the multiplicity of ' Occurren- 
ces, and the changing Humours of the World. 
Put all this together, how Great, how Charm» 
ing is the Character? And who can forbear ſay- 
ing, that ſuch Godly and Faithful Men are indeed 
the excellent Ones of the Earth? How deſirous are 
Men to be Govern'd by, to Deal with, and te 
Gain the Friendſhip of, thoſe who are thus Qua- 
lified ? Yet alas! How few that ſtrive to come up 
to this themſelves? We have abundance of Rea- 
ſon in this degenerate Age, to lament and bewail 
the ceaſing of ſuch. But I ſhall wave all Enlarge- 
ments of that kind, till we have conſider'd the two 
remaining General Heads, 
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II. When may the Godly be ſaid to ceaſe, and the 
Faithful to fail from among Men? And if we look to 


that part of the Hiſtory of David's time to which 


this Pſalm refers, we may from thence gather theſe 

feveral Things. a apenk 44 
I. This may be ſpoke with reſpect to the Death 
of ſome Great, and valuable Men. So we read par- 
ticularly of the Deceaſe of Samuel, in the mĩdſt of 
David's Troubles and Sufferings by Saul's Perſecu- 
tion. This Samuel was a Man famous for his Pie- 
ty, and Integrity; and Reverenc'd on that account 
throughout all the Land of Hracl. He had gain'd an 
univerſal Eſteem by his Adminiſtration while a 
Judge; which he ſtill preſerv d even in his Retire- 
ment. His Faithfulneſs is ſufficiently evidenc'd in 
his plain dealing with Saul, after he was-anointed 
King. He was not afraid to tell Saul of his Sin, 
nor to warn him of his Danger; nor did he for- 
bear to tell him the Worſt, even in a matter that 
might have coſt him his Life: Becauſe thou haſt re- 
Jetted the Word of the Lord, be aiſo hath rejected t bes 
from being King: And when the King, by acknow- 
tedging his Sin, would have gain d him over to 
His Intereſt, and to aſſiſt in that particular Wor- 
fhip which he was then going about; the Man of 
Integrity firmly replies, F ill not return with thee; 
for then haſt rejected the Word of the Lord, and the Lord 
hath rejected thee from being King over Iſrael, 1 Sam. 
15. Again, he was no leſs Renowned for his God- 
lineſs, than his Faithſulneſs. He was one that 
greatly delighted in the Service, and the Houſe of 
His God; he was very careful to-Inſtru& the Peo- 
ple in the Good and the right way z to fear the Lord, 
and to ſerve bim with all their Heart: And he was, 
with all, a moſt encouraging Example of true De- 
1. | votion 


— 
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yotion and Holineſs. When he with-drew from 
the Court and the Public, yet was he a conſtant 
Interceſſor for the welfare of his People, and one 
that ceaſed not to pray for them. en 
This Great Man was“ a Great Friend to David, 
and a conſtant Encourager of him in all his Cala- 
mities. Now, when Saul's Fury grew the hotteſt, 
and David moſt endangered; when he ſaw nothing 
| but Treachery which way ſoever he turn'd him- 
ſelf; and conſequently when he more than ever 
| ſtood in need of the Advice, the Supports, the 
t Wl Prayers of Samuel, then it was that he died. So that 
1 WM when I read, 1 Sam. ch. 25. v. 1. That Samuel 
a died, and all the Tſraelites were gathered together, 
„and lamented him, and buried him in his Houſe at Ra- 
n WM »4b: Methinks I hear David amongſt che Mourn- 
ders, crying out with the greateſt Sorrow and Con- 
u, cern; Help Lord, for the Godly Man ceaſeth, and the 
re WR faithful fail from among the Children of Men. But tho' 
at Samuel was the Chief, he was not the only Perſon 
e- of ſuch a Character that periſhed in thoſe. Days. 
ce For, a little before, we read. of Abimelech, who had, 
v- I ventured to ſpeak on the behalf of David, tho? he was 
to lain upon the Spot for ſo doing; with whom alſo

Thus, in ano- 
ther Place he tells us, that, whilſt his Enemies were 
very buſie laying Snares, and employing all their 
Subtilty, to Circumvent and Deſtroy him; his 
Friends alſo ſtood at a diſtance from him; and thoſe 
with whom he had contracted the greateſt Fami- 
liarity deſerted him, and would yield him no aſſi- 
ſtance. Yea, he carries the matter ſo far in the 
14. Pſalm as to ſay, They are all gone aſide, they 
are altogether become filthy, &c. There is ſuch a 
Univerſal Defection and Degenerzcy, that one 
would almoſt conclude, there is no Senſe of Good- 
neſs, at leaſh no practical Senſe of it, left in the 
Nation. So that conſidering the Death of ſome, 
and the Corruption of others, the ly and 
faithful Men ſeem'd to be quite loſt, and extinct. 

3. This may be ſpoke with reſpect to the con- 
mon and prevailing Diſgrace that Good Men were then 
under; and to ſignifie their being driven into Re- 
rirement, and Obſcurity. So that as to any Capacity 
of ſerving the Public, or giving Proof and Exam- 
ples of their Godlineſs and Fidelity in any high 
or eminent Station, it might be ſaid that ſuch were 
ceas d, and fail'd from among Men. 

We read of Cuſh the Benjami te, one of Saul's Kinl- 
men, and probably one of his Captains, that had 
made his Court to the King, by charging Davis 
with ſome very great Crime, very likely with Tres. 
ſon, and Conſpiracy againſt Saul; of which Davis 
clears himſelf in the 7th Pſalm, We read alſo ol 
Doeg the Edomite prevailing by the moſt treache- 
rous and cruel Methods ; firſt 15 accuſing, and

then barbarouſly' Murdering, Four{core and Five Per- 
ſons that did wear a Linen Epbod, deſtroying the 
whole City where they dwelt, 1 Saw.

vile Men are exalted. This was the dreadful State 
of thingsat that time, whilſt ſuch as theſe got up- 
permoſt, and were exalted, the Men of Honeſty: 
and Piety were forc'd to hide their Heads; and ſo 
35 to any publick Appearance or any publick Ser- 
rice they were accounted loſt: David being him- 
ſelfa Public Perſon, he may very juſtly be under- 
ſtood as ſpeaking of thoſe that were: fo, when he 
bewails the failing of Godly and Faithful Men. 
'Tis true indeed there was a Fonathan in the 
Kingdom, and at the Court; who muſt doubts 
leſs make a very bright Figure in ſuch an Age, and 
amongſt ſuch Perſons as were then about him: yea, 
he has continued, if you will allow me to borrow 
an Expreſſion, the Wonder and the Charm ofeve- 
*ry Age and Nation that have heard of him ſince: 
But it ſeems whatever Inclination he might have, 
yet he had not Power and Influence enough, to 
promote .and encourage thoſe that were truly 
Good. David, and ſuch as David here ſpeaks o 
ſhould neyer have endured the leaſt Hardſhipcould 
he have prevailed for them. He would have ſur- 
rendred his Crown rather than have ſeen the Diſ- 
grace, and the Sufferings of his Friend. But, ex- 
cepting this amazingly faithful Man, where do 'we 
one of any Note and Eminency in that 
ay?

We may charitably and reaſonably hope there 
were many ſerious and upright Men yet in the 
Land; as there were ſeven thouſand' who main- 
ain d their Integrity in the Days of Elijah, when 
he thought there had been none beſides himſelf; 
but it ſeems they were fo private and concealed, ſo 
much out of David's View and Knowledge, Tr

This ſurely ſhould be for a Lamentation; and by 
all ſober thinking Men will be laid co Heart, when- 
ever things come to ſuch a paſs.

ful Men. When thoſe that were celebrated for 
their Piety and Integrity are called out of the 
World, or e by it, or diſgraced in it, what 
Qan be the Conſequence but Mikery and Deſolati- 
on? There is no way to prevent its being ſo with 
2 People, but the Method our Text directs to,

III. That a Senſe and Apprebenſion of good Men: Mi 
ceaſing and failing, ſhould excite thoſe that remain to Wy 
betake themſelves to God for Help.

betake themſelves to him, Ezek, XXXVI. 36, 37. 
Then the Heathen that are left round about you ſhall know 
that T the Lord build the ruined Places, and plant that 
which was deſolate Thus ſaith the Lord God, t will yet, 
for this, be enquired of by the Houſe of Iſrael. It 
ij fit that thoſe who are to receive Mercies ſhould 
be brought earneſtly to deſire them, and to put 
themſelves into a poſture to welcome them, that they 
may Acknowledge and Adore the Giver of them. 
The more diſtreſſed a Caſe is, the more do we 
honour God by a believing Application to him for 
Help ; and therefore on ſuch Occaſions we read 
of God's appearing in the moſt Viſible and fignal 
manner. But though God may have form'd many 
gracious Purpoſes and Deſigns towards Men, = 
he does not execute thoſe Deſigns till he is earneſtly 
pray d to, for the Intended Bleflings ; Jer. XXIX. 

For I know the Thoughts that I think towards 
open, ſaith the Lord, Thoughts of Peace ang not of Evil, 
be ve you an expected End: But it is immediately

When Men pray to God for Help, it muſt be with 
treat Submiſſion, not pretending to preſcribe to 
tim, either the Time or the Manner of helping 
em; both theſe muſt be left to his Infinite Wil- 
lom and Goodneſs to determine; Nor ſhould Men 
Neglect any ordinary Means that may be proper 
n neceſſary for their Deliverance, in Expectati- 
Aa of ſomething extraordinary to be done for them;

Tach, We now come to the Application: To turn 
our Thoughts from the Zime of David to our on 
Age, and to bring what has been hinted in general, 
to the particular Deſign of our Obſerving this Day. 

A very tranſient View of our preſent Circum- 
ſtances, eſpecially a ſerious Conſideration of the 

Ceaſing of Godly and Faithful Men from among us, 

will convince us of the Need there is to betake our 

ſelves to God for Help. : 

Are we not now engaged in a War, that, not- 
withſtanding the amazing Succeſſes of it, has been 
attended with ver 2 Calamities? and the worſt 

of all is, that after ſo 

and Treaſure, Men are under the greateſt Fears 

and Perplexities to think when, or how it will 

end. We have abundance of Reaſon, certainly, 
whether it ſhall be continued or concluded, to be 
very ſolemn in the Service and Duty we are now 
called to. We have to do with a very Potent and 

Subtle Enemy: A King, who by the moſt barbs 

rous Perſecut ion Of his on Subjects, has declar'd him- 
ſelf a mortal Enemy to our Religion; by his Tyran- 

ny and Oppreſſion, and by all the Methods of his 

Government has ſhown himſelf an Enemy to our 

Conſtitution; and by his Injuſfice, Treachery, and 

Violation of the 1 Sacred Ties, and Treaties, has 

praclaim d bimſelf a common Enemy to Man bini. 

Such is his Baſeneſs and Tricking, ſuch his rell- 

— Pride and Ambition, that he is really to be 
ar'd in Peace as well as in Var.

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their Contempt at the very mention of a Godly 
Man. What Complaints are there of Mens be. 
coming ſhameful falſe in their Dealings, tricking, 
over-reaching, and outwitting allthey can?

Ports, or as the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks in the Verſe after our 
Text, They ſptak Vanity, every one with his Neigb- 
bour + With flattering Lips, and with a double Heart 
do they ſpeak.

ſhould be made good in or Day, The Lord ſhall 
cut off all flattering Lips, what Numbers would be 
deftroyed from amongſt us?

We bluſh and 
are aſbamed to lift up our Faces to thee our God, when 
we conſider the Atbeiſm and Contempt of thy 


Word and Worſhip, the Blaſpheming thy Sacred 


Name, the profane Curſing and Swearing that a= 
bound in our Land. We are in the «utmoſt Confu- 
ſion ta think of the Rioting and Drunkenneſs, th 
Quarrels, Murders, and Diviſions, the Wantonneſt 
and Uncleanneſs, the Robberies and Injuſtice, the 
Perjuries, Lying and Falſebood, that do continually 
cry to Heaven againſt us. We lament that Cove- 
tous Selfiſh Contracted Temper, which has ſo gene, 
rally put Men upon ſpending all on themſelves, 
or lay ing up for themſelves; by reaſon of which 
every one i, ſeeking his own things, and none the 
things of Jeſus Chriſt, We are grieved to think 
that Spiritual Privileges and Advantages are not 
more prized and valued by us: that ſuch Deſpite is 
done to the Spirit of Grace ; and that ſo many by 
an Evil Heart of Unbelief have departed from the Li- 
wing God, O Lord, pardon our Iniquities, for they are 


Great. 
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And we would not only confeſ: our Sins, but, 
through thy Grace, Reſolve to forſake every evil way, 
and to turn unto the Lord. Do thow turn us, and 
then we ſhall be turned, fur thou art the Lord our God. 
It is as eaſy for Thee to Reform and Save us, as it 
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is to Ruin and Deſtro us; Lord, for thy Promiſe 


ſake, do thou hear our Supplications, and beal us. 
Thou haſt ſaid, F my People which are called by 
my Name ſhall humble themſelves and pray, and ſeek my 
Face, and turn from their wicked Ways: Then will I 
bear from Heaven, and will forgive their Sin, and will 
8 their Land; So may it be to this Nation and 

eople which are called by thy Name! II Chron, 
VII.

But we muſt not think that our Faſting and our 


Supplications, our Vows and Promiſes will avail 


us if weſhould ſtill continue in our Sins: thatwill 


be to provoke God the more againſt us, inſtead of 
engaging him to be for us. The Sins of thoſe that 
are pretendedly the Nation's Friends, do more to 
deſtroy us than all the Hoſtilities and Plots of our 


worſt Enemies could do. That Man that lives ina 
aurſe of Sin ſhould be look d upon as a Traytor to 


his Country, and as one that is in Confederacy with 
Thoſe that are ſeeking its Ruin. But could we 
perſwade Men to forſake their Sins, what might 
we not then hope for from our God ? © 

To draw to a. Conclufion, as we have ſought 
Help from above, ſo we muſt wait for it. Having 
now given up our ſelves, and our Affairs to the 
Diſpolal of God, we muſt continue to look up, 


till we ſee what He will do for us. Though our 


ExpeRations ſhould not be immediately anſwered, 
nay, though they ſhould be ſeemingly contradict- 
ed, yet may we depend upon it, that, one way 
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or other, God will help and fave All them that Gnu 
cerely Truſt in him. Mr. Baxter has obferved; im 
the praying and waiting for a Public Aer, of 
which he has given an Account in bis Life, that 
Twelve Tears, yea, We found, ſays he, [that Eigbieen 
Tutrs was not long enough to wait upon Gol. 


'Tis ſurprizing, but very encouraging te read 
J. LIX. 16. And He ſaw that there warno Man, and 
he wondered that there was no Interorſſonj therefore bi; 
Arm brought Salvation, Even thoſe who have none to 
ſtand up for them, and plead their Cauſe amongſt 
Men, yet may be particularly favour'd and reſpe- 
aed by God: Yea, therefore may he ſtretch forth 
his Arm to fave them, becauſe there is none elſe 
to belp. 3 
. indeed we read of, in the Times of Old, that 
cry'd, Why ſhould 2e wait for the Lord any longer? 
And from this Haſty Spirit proceeded a great ma- 
ty Murmurings, and unlawful Attempts, by which 
Men threw themſelves our of the way of God's help. 
This impatient, precipitating Temper, put the 
Jralites upon making a Golden Calf; they could 
not ſtay a few Days for Moſes's coming down from 
he Mount. This encourag d the Evil Servant in 
the Parable to eat, and drink with the drunken, be- 
uſe his Lord delayed his coming.
